A nonconformist and heretic in 


His times, He exemplified 
tolerance, justice and love for all 
peoples regardless of race, 
religion or sex. 


His strange doctrine came like 


a lightning bolt on a dark night 
and today, after twenty turbulent 
centuries, remains the only 
beacon which can lead mankind 
to peace. 


Again, we pause to com- 


memorate the birth of a spirit 
who suffered persecution and 
crucifixion to demonstrate a 
greater love than mortal man 
can conceive. 


The gift of a Son at Bethlehem 


still reminds us that sacrifice is 
not obsolete and that brotherly 
love is the cardinal precept for 
human behavior.

Humphrey said Thursday in 
criticizing Nixon administration 
farm policies. 


"I do not believe this admin- 


istration wants to raise farm 
prices," he said later at a news 
conference. Instead. Humphrey 
added,

wants "cheap food" as a means 
of fighting inflation. 


Dole was booed when he 


said: "I want to bring industry 
to rural America ...." 


"You 
haven't 
heard 
the 


punch line yet," he added dur- 
ing the interruption. "... But 
what I really want to do is in- 
crease the farmer's income."

speech Dole told newsmen, "I 
think we will carry the Mid- 
west. But it's going to be 
tough." 


Humphrey and Dole agreed 


on one point about farm policy. 


"There's room for improve- 


ment In both political parties," 
Dole said.

"Neither political party has 
done justice by the American 
farmer."

Warning to 
Cuba by 
United States

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States has alerted naval 
and air units to back up a 
warning that it will not tolerate 
further Cuban shipping attacks 
that threaten American citi- 
zens. 


The State Department Friday 


added that the United States 
also would aid any ship under 
attack by Cuba if requested by 
the nation registering the ves- 
sel. 


After two days of considering 


what action to take in the wake 
of the Cuban attack and seizure 
of 
two 
Miami-based Pan- 


amanian freighters—an attack 
that involved the wounding of 
an American citizen—State De- 
partment spokesman Robert J. 
McClcskey said in a statement: 


"The United States govern- 


ment considers these armed at- 
tacks upon commercial vessels 
and statements that Cuba in- 
tends to continue such attacks 
to constitute 
a clear 
and 


present threat to freedom of 
navigation and commerce in 
the Caribbean and a threat to 
American citizens. 


"Such threats are intolerable. 


The United States is prepared 
to take all measures necessary 
under international law to pro- 
tect U.S. citizens and freedom 
of the seas against these at- 
tacks in this area." 


McCloskey referred all ques- 


tions about the ramifications of 
the warning to the wording of 
the statement itself, but min- 
utes later the Pentagon said it 
would take "certain prelimi- 
nary measures" to support the 
State Department's announce-

the great estates be broken up and given to those 
who tilled them. He freed thousands uf slaves, 
advanced low-intciest loans to farmers and small 
businessmen and nationalized the chief indus- 
tries. 


But W ang Mang had attempted loo much too 


quickly and 
had made too many 
powerful 


enemies, even 
because uf government bungling 


—among those he had tried to help. After 15 
years, the nation rebelled, Wang Mang was 
killed and the Han dynasty reinstated.

ATLANTA, Ga.—(NEA)—You know defense has taken 


over in professional football when Don Hansen (who's 
that? i is voted the most valuable player on the Atlanta 
Falcons. That's by vote of his teammates, which makes 
it mean something to Don. 


If real estate had been moving a little faster back in 


Evansville, Ind., in 1968, jugeared Don, a native Hoosier 
with closely clipped blond hair and a narrow face, 
wouldn't be filling gaps and dropping into coverage zones 
for the Falcons. 


You see, at the age of 24, 


he had already decided he 
was tired of football. The 
M i n n e s o t a Vikings had 
drafted him as an obscure 
linebacker out of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, where he 
played alongside the re- 
nowned Dick Butkus. For 
two years, 1966-67, Don had 
picked up chilblains on the 
sidelines at Bloomington, 
Minn. He has it figured out 
he got into 17 games in two 
years (remember, with ex- 
hibitions, the pros actually 
play 20 games a season). 


"And 
I was tired," he ex- 


plains, " p h y s i c a l l y and 
m e n t a l l y . I still had an 
Army obligation then. I 
went from the service, with 
just three days in between, 
straight to training camp, 
and by the end of the sea- 
son I'd had it. I just quit 
and decided to sell real es- 
tate."

The whole year of '68, it didn't sell. A ,auy's got to 


make a living and he knew that Norm Van Brocklin, the 
coach who had originally drafted him for the Vikings, 
could use him in Atlanta. So Don took a big whiff of his 
ego-deflator and returned to the NFL as a Falcon line- 
backer. 


The Falcons already had Tommy Nobis, who was being 


compared with Butkus, which was O.K. with Don At 6-3 
and a relatively slight 220 pounds, he's more suited to an 
outside slot and by last season had worked himself into 
a regular job. No all-pro, mind you. Not with Nobis 
around. Then Tommy hurt his knee early this season, 
and Hansen, who had filled in for him once before, was 
shifted to the middle post, really the glamor job of de- 
fense, tracing back to Sam Huff. He has been a revela- 
tion. Now they're talking about making Nobis an offen- 
sive center next year. 


Hansen shakes his head. "I just want to know I have a 


regular job," he says. "I'm not as good as Tommy. I 
won't play the middle as long as he's around. I'm not 
as adept because I don't have his experience. 
He's 


stronger and he's a better tackier." 


But Don has that MVP award. It's significant recogni- 


tion on a team which also has Claude Humphrey playing 
defensive left end and on a Falcon platoon which plays 
extremely physical football. 


Humphrey has a different identity problem than Han- 


sen. Everybody around football knows Humphrey is one 
of the great ones at a position that attracts super-stars— 
Deacon Jones, Carl Eller and Bubba Smith, for instance. 
But the all-pro pickers don't know him. 


"You 
gotta have a gimmick," says Claude, who is 6-5 


and 255 and destroys quarterbacks. "I got none. You see, 
David Jones is Deacon. Bubba is Kill, Kill. Cedric Hard- 
man of the 49ers is Nasty, Nasty. Carl Eller is part of the 
Purple Gang. Richard Jackson of Denver is The Sheriff. 
Even that kid from my school (Tennessee State) gets 
himself known as Turkey Joe Jones. 


"I'm just Claude." 
He is also, one of the veteran defensive tackles tells 


me, the best defensive end in football— "better than Dea- 
con or Eller, better than Jackson, and I've played against 
all of tnem." 


He is so good that on a crucial fourth down play late 


in the Falcons' victory over Oakland, with the Raiders 
threatening to score, he ran right over Ron Mix, one of 
the premier defensive tackles for years, and sacked the 
quarterback for a nine-yard loss 


• Aw, he was just expecting an inside move which I 


showed him earlier m the game," says Claude modestly, 
"so i caught him off balance I don't really push people 
around." 


"Don't let him bull you," retorts our veteran inform- 


ant. 


Come to think of it, all that modesty bv Hansen and 


Humphrey suits the purpose Makes them sound properly- 
defensive by nature.
